The first por- 
tion paragraph number indicates 
the Part, and the first digit the sec- 
ond portion (preceded decimal) 
indicates the Subpart, which the par- 
ticular paragraph set forth; thus, para- 
graph 1.109 indicates Part Subpart 
paragraph When the number 
paragraph ends with digit preceded 
dash (as 1.109-2), this indicates that 
part the basic paragraph (as 
1.109). The scope any Part, when 
given, will set forth separate in- 
troductory paragraph, the second por- 
tion which number will 000 (as 
9.000); and the scope any Subpart, 
when given, will set forth sepa- 
rate paragraph the beginning that 
Subpart but with the second portion 
its numbering being 100, 200, 300, etc., 
depending the number the Sub- 
part (for example, paragraph 1.100 sets 
forth the scope Subpart Part 1). 
The first digit the number par- 
ticular page indicates the Part which 
the page relates. convert the NASA 
numbering system the CFR number- 
ing system, should placed be- 
fore each paragraph designation. For 
example: 1.109 the NASA regula- 
tions would become under the 
CFR numbering system. 

The numbering for the pages NASA 
can found either the upper left- 
hand right-hand corner. Such page 
number might read This indi- 
cates that Part Subpart page 
that particular subpart. series 
numbers also appears along the bot- 
tom the pages. When even page, 
indicates the subpart paragraph 
that begins that page. When 
odd page, indicates the last subpart 
paragraph that begins that page.
